The eollapee of the machinery of

Binn Fein the opportunity to demon- 
strate Its abaillty (or seU-gorera- 
ment This Is the assertion made 
by the Friends ot Irish Freedom Na- 
tional Bnrean of Information in a 
•tatement glren otit In Washington. 
The crisis In the land situation In 
the rural sections of Ireland, and 
particularly In Oalway. it is pointed 
out. lias found Knpland powerless to 
meet tlif' '^^iliiatlon and the Tlepuhll- 
can povernnient Is the sole legal au- 
thority rerognized and obeyed. The 
Btateinent Is as follows: 

During the first week In May a 
detachment ot Irish Volunteers, 
which Includes the police force ot 
l^e Irish Republican Oovemment 
snVrounded the village of Terryland 
Oonnty Oalway. and arrested three 
men. Of these one. Daniel Hacltett 
by name, was kept in rustoily and 
later removed to a Republican in- 
ternment ramp. The man wiis a 
young farmer who had taken a land 
dispute to the local Republican ar 
nitration court and had signed a 
statement, as is compulsory, to the 
effect that he wonld abide by the 
finding of the board. The case went 
against bim. but he disregarded the 
««rdict and has now paid the law- 
ful penalty of Imprisonment. This 
Incident, reporfml In English news- 
papers, but not found in the eable 
aispntrhe»i to .\merira, is but one ex- 
ample of the administration ot jus- 
-TIcB-by* thl> Trl.'rti RepWHlestt ^Wren- 
ment in piaoe of the dliieradited 
English courts, as a result ot the 
utter collapse of the EngUsh system 
nf government In Ireland. This as- 
Kumjitlon of the routine duties of 
(;:>vi i nment by the Irish Republic is 
already recopnized by the English 
prese. 

Early in the month of May the 
London Nation pointed out that 'the 
British administrative syetem is be- 
ing laid waste and there la a gener- 
al assumption of power throughout 
The country by Dell Elreann. It is 
with the approTsl of the bulk of the 
people tbit Sinn Fein maintains 
cItH and criminal courts and as- 
sumes one after another the func- 
tion of normal government." 

In County Clare, where two Sinn 
Fein courts sat daily for a b>ni? pe- 
riod and now >iit once a week, the 
ItepiiMican arbitration courts have 
already disposed of over two thou- 
sand cases. Similar courts are ee- 
taliehed In Kerry and elsewhere. In 
Kerry not Ions ago a lunatic was 
brought to the KiUamey Asylum by 
a Volunteer esaort and, in the same 
county, burglars have been traced by 
Ibis Republican police force and 
htolen money ii iovered. l^ast No- 
veml)er there was a robbery in 
foiintv ("ork which involved the 
turn of £13.000. The Britiah-main- 
lalned police proved ineffectual. A 
few weeks ago six men were arrest- 
ed by the Republican police force 
charged with the crime. The money 
was restored to the bank officials, 
from whom it had been stolen. 

In eommenting upon the collapse 
of the English courts and the Ent;- 
liBh-dlreoted police, the Manchester 
Guardian receotly made the follow- 
ing statement: 

"AccordinRly the responsibility 
for maintaining law and order has 
devolved upon Sinn Fein, which 
works in alliance with the Irish Vol- 
unteers, who have a police depart- 
ment in their force. A land dispute 
arbitration court site five nights a 
week In Oalway Oity and can rely 
upon the Volunteers to back up it« 
decisions. It mil.'^t be added, how- 
ever, that these decisions are le- 
hpecied Hcrupuloualy in the vast ma- 
jority of cases." 

The administration of the British 
land acts has been held up since 
1»14, so that the buying back of 
lands by the rightful owners fr<Mn 
whom they were confiscated by the 
BngMsh has practically ceased, while 
the value of land lias Increase<i 
enormously. The British Connested 
Districts Board ha« been unable to 
offer prices which comraajid a mar- 
ket and the work ot the British 
Land Appeal Court has entirely col- 
lapsed. Thus with the land acts In 
abesmace, the British Board disersd- 
ItM. and Immigration at a staadatiU 
duinr the war, the land famine in 
a«lway has become •eats, ateries 
ot threatening letters purporting to 
come from members ot the Sinn 
Fein party and sddrnssed to land- 
holders have In all instances been 
found to be forgeries. Any land- 
holder, of whatever political persna- 
slon. who bel levee that he Is being 
unfairly treated Is entitled to hUTt 
his cam heard by this legal tribunal 
of the eleotsd govenimeoi of Ire- 
land. 

Among those who have already 
brought their grievances Itefore the 
Republican land dispute arbitration 
court are peasants and coUe«e pro- 
f»>ttior«. At Balllna«loe recently a 
farm of 4.000 acres was divided up 
by the Republican court on terms 
Mtlsfaetory to all parties 



no doubt that the Republican Gov- 
iniinent i.'s faced l>y a tremendously 
difficult task In attempting to ad- 
minister Justice in the land qnevtlon 
in Ireland. It is forced to do its 
work In the face of the results ot 
gmersitionB ot mismle by the Eng- 
lish and after generations ot con- 
flicting and entangling Britiidi legls> 
lation nn the subject. 

But the Republic is determined to 
prosecute the work with dispatch 
and .justice. In past centuries the 
enforced emlcration from Ireland, 
cni unladed by the Knglisb. has been 
one of the greatest drains on the na- 
tional strength of the ooantry. Lack 
of land la the past has been one of 
the greatest reasons for Immigra- 
tion, la order that tides of emigra- 
tion like those of pre-wiar days may 
not again drain the population of 
Ireland, the causes nf the land 
famine must be renmved without do- 
InK Injustice to any man. Those 
whou) the Irish people elected as 
their representatives and those In 
each constituency who represent 
them, are seeing that this is done.
